We have tried desperately to avoid making a political 
dum.

We have been sorely tried at many times since the initiation of m m 
dum. The statement by the members of the Board of Flit Commissioners am 
released to the press, wherein those who dared to speak out far wapa adjust 
ments were called "agitators" was wholly uncalled for. We In * aba baas ac 
cused of trying to put your administration on the "spot" and te personal 
barrass you by going to the people of Kfnqston and asking them to support 
our wage adjustments. These and many other statements were net abne 
but without basis. After you and the elected officials of our City filed te de 
anything the only alternative remaining to us, was to appeal directly to the peo­ 
ple of our City. 


As you know, more than 6,000 voters indicated their support and signed a * 
petitions. We are grateful to them for this. They are now pitvented from «• 
pressing their will because the referendum wilt not appear on the ballot. How­ 
ever, there is one right that cannot be denied to anyone, and ttmt Is the right 
to vote! 


You will recall that we met with you In January off this year to dbom salary 
adjustments. We found that absolutely necessary because the wages being paid 
to us were wholly inadequate. You referred us to the finance committee if tha 
Common Council. They did nothing. We then met with you and the N k e Board 
in April. Again nothing was done. We also met with the Fire Beard In May and 
still again nothing was done. It is true that promises were made tint the ques­ 
tion of salary adjustments would be taken under advisement, but to this date, 
still, nothing has been done! 


We have now been told by the Courts that our plan in the prepend law was 
insufficient. When we prepared this plan we believed and s ti helve that * 
special tax should be imposed upon the people of our City to meet the hem ns 
which we requested, because we were convinced that * additional tax tmi 
necessary. We are still of the opinion that the salary adjustments which we 
asked for can be met without any new tax. We shall be glad to tell you how 
this can be accomplished. 


We received no increases in salary during the year 19S0. In 1951 we re­ 
ceived, along with other City woriters, a $240 cost of living bon*. TMs certainly 
must be considered inadequate when compared to the $2,500 increase in yew 
salary and increases of approximately 80 per cent, to the Corporation Counsel, 
Dty Assessor, City Treasurer, Dty Clerk, Members of the Common Cmmd, and 
the Alderman-at-Large, which became effective on January 1st, 1950. Apparently 
you had a plan then to meet these increases. Why not one now? 


We are convinced that the problem of wage adjustments can and shmdd ho 
solved. We call upon you, to promptly call a meeting of the r ip r iiM 
t iu t iw 
of 
other employe groups of the city to whkh outstanding repreimtiativii at labor 
and business should be invited as well as the press so that IM i matter at wage 
adjustments can be aired fairly, sincerely, and adequately. 


The important thing today is that we are back to the place at whkh wo 
started. You and the Common Council have the responslbWty now as you did 
In January of this year to meet and solve the problem of wagi *dj«tmenh. not 
alone for the policemen and firemen of our dty but for every worker 
by the city. 


We trust that this meeting will be called promptly and before October 
1951.

We have tried desperately to avoid making a political football of 
dum.

We have been sorely tried at many times since the Initiation of ovr 
dum. The. statement by the members of the Board of Rre Commissioners and 
released to the press, wherein those who dared to 90k out for wage adjust 
menfs were called "agitators" was wholly uncalled for. We have abi baaa ac­ 
cused of trying to put your administration on Hie "spot" and to personally em­ 
barrass you by going to the people of Kinqston and asking them la support us ht 
our wage adjustments. These and many other statements were not alone unfair 
but without basis. After you and the elected officials of our Ctty failed la da 
anything the only alternative remaining to us, was to appeal directly to the peo­ 
ple of our City. 


As you know, more than 6,000 voters indicated their support and slpad our 
petitions. We are grateful to them for this. They are now prlvadad from ex­ 
pressing their will because the referendum will not appear on the baBot. How­ 
ever, there is one right that cannot be denied to anyone, and that is the right 
to vote! 


You will recall that we met with you in January of this year to dbcuss salary 
adjustments. We found that absolutely necessary because the wages being paid 
to us were wholly inadequate. You referred us to the finance committee of the 
Common Council. They did nothing. We then met with you and Hie PoHce Board 
In April. Again nothing was done. We also met with the Rre Board In May and 
still again nothing was done. It is trae that promises were made that the pes- 
tion of salary adjustments would be taken under advisement, but to this date, 
still, nothing has been done! 


We have now been told by the Courts that our plan in the proposed law was 
insufficient. When we prepared this plan we believed and still beNve that no 
special tax should be imposed upon the people of our City to meet the bicroM i

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THE MATCH HAZARD 
Th ere is a common impression th at a sub- 
Btiintinl proportion of destructive fires are 
*tart« d by match es. But th e manufacturers 
of match es protest th at it is not quite so. 
Th « fire* are not started by match es, but 
by th e people wh o use match es. Most are 
» tartoit because people discard a match with ­ 
out making sure th at th e flame is out, leave 
match es with in th e reach of small ch ildren, 
leave th em wh ere th ey may be ignited by 
th e h eat of a stove or furnace, or fail to close 
th e cover of a book of paper match es be­ 
fore ligh ting one. 
Accidental fires h ave an element in com­ 
mon with oth er kinds of accidents, in th at 
usually th e cause is to be found not in th e 
Inanimate objects involved but in a failure 
of h uman Judgment or caution. A match is 
a useful device and a safe one if h andled 
properly ; it la a very dangerous object if 
h andled improperly . Th e same could be 
said o f a stepladder, a kitch en knife, or any 
one o f countless th ings in daily use around a 
h ome or place of w’ork. 
Th e advice wh ich safety people offer about 
match es is th at th e individual sh ould become 
familiar with th e special rules of safety 
wh ich apply to th eir use, and follow th ose 
rules. Th e advice is equally good for oth er 
th ings wh ich are possible sources of danger. 
Some persons alway s seem to be in th e way 
wh en accidents h appen, wh ile oth ers seem to 
h ave a knack for keeping out of th em. Th e 
•ecret of th at knack is th e h abit of abiding 
by th e safety rules.

A horrifying scream! 
Someone has fallen out of a window. Some 
more bangs! 
Two or three radios are shrieking what are 
called “mysteries/’ 
The language may be English, but of a variety 
and vintage that is more familiar to the children 
who listen to it than to any dictionary. 
There is 
always a “private eye” who gets hit and knocked 
down and stomped upon. 
Generally some very 
beautiful, girl is his assistant. How a girl with so 
frail a voice can do all the things these girls do is 
beyond credulity. The little girls who. listen to 
these flghtihg females have something to emulate, 
for if ^emulation is not the purpose of all this, what 
is? 
Then there is the tough woman with the so­ 
called sexy voice. I have often wondered why such 
a voice is called, sexy. I have heard great actresses 
play Juliet, beginning with Julia Marlowe, but I 
never heard one speak those rich lines of love in 
such a vocalization as radio regards as sexy. 
In 
fact, it strikes me that if any woman spoke that 
way in real life, everybody would regard it as a 
form of halitosis. 
Then there is the bad man who shoots his way 
through life, surrounded by stooges, dopes, morons, 
who speak a dialect of English invented by an 
idiot. In the course of a varied career, over many 
years, I have known some bad men. 
I knew such 
characters as Kid Twist and Gyp the Blood of an­ 
other generation. I once worked in a chicken m ar­ 
ket in New Jersey where Paul Kelly, an Italian 
heavy, was the straw boss, yelling all over the 
place. But he never talked like any of these radio 
bad men. This dialect is strictly synthetic and no 
cop would lock up anyone who sounded off with 
such professional toughness, even as a vagrant. 
Good Lord! What was that scream? The gun- 
moll is poking her finger into the eye of the pri- 
vate-eye’s moll or some such pleasantry. The child 
is doing her homework and seems unabashed. 
It 
is an excellent way to become proficient in algebra. 
It is not so lonely and nothing is said that is con­ 
troversial, except that somewhere before justice 
triumphs, the child is told how to cure a headache 
or to remove a dozen or so body odors. What an in­ 
spiring thought for a Sunday afternoon! 
Then there is the taxi-driver who talks a dialect 
that would not be tolerated even in Brooklyn where 
the local intelligentsia like to show off at lingua 
Dodger—an invention to stimulate local pride. But 
the Brooklyn dialect is based on sound English; this 
typed taxi-driver jargon on the radio is a specialty 
all of its own. It exists nowhere outside the micro­ 
phone and must take long practice to master. 
I sometimes wonder whether in television they 
will cultivate synthetic personalities to look like 
those voices sound. 
Then the children can go to 
bed, dreaming of the horrors with which they re­ 
galed themselves during the afternoon. 
It is difficult to be a heavy-handed parent, even 
if the noise is distressing. The child insists: “All 
the kids listen to this.” Unfortunately, the listening 
cannot be limited to the children. The shrill scream 
rends the air. The revolver shots are heard through 
open windows. 
Murder! 
Murder! 
Does America listen to nothing but murder? Is 
murder the Voice of America? Have we no way of 
being amused but by murders? 
Do our children 
have to grow up in this atmosphere of eternal mur­ 
der? 
Of course, they can also listen to “The Greatest 
Story Ever Told.” They can hear recorded music, 
beautifully done and often brilliantly explained by 
a person like David Randolph. 
I am not saying 
that there are not excellent programs on the air. 
I am simply asking about this emphasis on 
murders, gangsters, gun-molls and private eyes. Is 
it necessary? Is it good for our children? Why are 
such programs so popular? Or is it an unimagina­ 
tive laziness which keeps these programs on the 
air? 
It was once suggested that murder would be off 
the air until 9 p. rn. when the young ones had been 
put to bed. 
What happened to that brilliant 
thought? 
As I write this, I am listening to one of the best 
programs on the air: The Boston Pops Orchestra 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler. 
Nothing is being 
murdered.

DOES GLUMATIC ACID AID INTELLIGENCE? 
I have written before about the value of glu- 
matic acid in brightening up backward children: 
of how helpful some physicians found it to be and 
the disappointment or discouragement of other 
physicians who failed to obtain satisfactory results. 
More evidence on the usefulness of glumatic acid 
in the treatm ent of backward children is recorded 
by the two original investigators, Drs. F. T. Zim­ 
merman and B. B. Burgemeister, in Archives of 
Neurology and Psychiatry. This is their latest re­ 
port. 
They mention the reports of other workers who 
have both denied and confirmed the gains in in­ 
telligence imputed to this drug. This present report 
is a follow-up of 38 of the original 69 children and 
teen-agers who were available for psychological re­ 
testing two and half to three years after glumatic 
acid treatment was stopped. These investigators 
conclude that the grains on intelligence perform­ 
ance (of 5.0 points in Intelligence Quotient for six 
months of treatment; 9.59 points for one year of 
treatment) were remarkably well maintained (aver­ 
age gain maintained 3.64 points). They believe that 
the amount of gain on verbal testing is of greater 
importance in determining the permanency of ef­ 
fect thpn is the length of the treatment, although 
length of treatment is an important factor. 
In fairness to glumatic acid treatment and to 
investigators, some of whom obtained encouraging 
and others discouraging results, it must be remem­ 
bered that the amount of special attention some 
patients received was much greater than that 
received by others and there would bound to be 
more lasting results in those given most attention. 
I believe most physicians would agree that this 
extra time given to a patient would certainer lift 
or raise the morale of the patient. Nothing helps 
any patient more than the feeling that the physi­ 
cian is greatly interested in his case and is very 
anxious to help him become his best self. 
Glumatic acid is definitely a valuable agent 
even if it acts only as a method by which the back­ 
ward child is given hope and encouragement, but 
all physicians, including these two.original investi­ 
gators, would still like to know if glumatic acid or 
the pains-taking efforts of the physician are re­ 
sponsible for the good results obtained in so many 
cases. 
In the meantime in many hospitals and offices of 
practicing physicians this simple method of trying 
to raise the intelligence of backward children k 
undergoing careful tests and in due time we will 
know the answer.

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So They Say... 
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THE MATCH HAZARD 
Thorp is a common impression that a sub­ 
stantial proportion of destructive fires are 
ntartad by matches. But the manufacturers 
of match** protest that it is not quite so. 
Th# Are* are not started by matches, but 
by the people who use matches. Most are 
utarted because people discard a match with­ 
out making sure that the flame is out, leave 
matches within the reach of small children, 
leave them where they may be ignited by 
the heat of a stove or furnace, or fail to close 
the cover of a book of paper matches be­ 
fore lighting one. 
Accidental fires have an element in com­ 
mon with other kinds of accidents, in that 
usually the cause is to be found not in the 
Inanimate objects Involved but in a failure 
of human Judgment or caution. A match is 
a useful device and a safe one if handled 
properly; It Is a very dangerous object if 
handled Improperly. The same could be 
said of a stepladder, a kitchen knife, or any 
one of countless things in daily use around a 
home or place of work. 
The advice which safety people offer about 
matches Is that the individual should become 
familiar with the special rules of safety 
which apply to their use, and follow those 
rules. The advice is equally good for other 
things which are possible sources of danger. 
Some persons always seem to be in the way 
when accidents happen, while others seem to 
have a knack for keeping out of them. The 
secret of that knack is the habit of abiding 
by the safety rules. 


LINGERING SUPERSTITION 
In New York City recently a man brought 
a woman to court and charged her with 
working voodoo spells against him. The 
astonished judge disavowed a belief in the 
potency of voodoo magic, but cautioned the 
woman about annoying the man. The inci­ 
dent serves to remind us that, while we live 
In an age concerned with jet airplanes and 
atomic power, traces of primitive supersti­ 
tion still Influence many people’s lives. 
Many of the superstitions which linger 
with us today are harmless. Some people 
avoid black cats and walking under ladders, 
others make a concession to superstition by 
refusing to light three cigarettes with one 
match. While these customs in themselves 
are not harmful, they stem from a reliance 
in superstitions which can cause inconven­ 
ient» and even real misery. 
There are many who prey upon the su­ 
perstitions of gullible people. Swindlers and 
confidence racketeers find fcome of their 
easiest victims among those who are slaves 
to superstition. Fortune tellers and sellers 
of charms and amulets drain large sums of 
money from the incomes of persons who can 
ill afford It. 
Eliminating superstition may take a long 
time. Progress seems slow and sometimes 
discouraging. But when we reflect that it 
wasn't such a long time ago that people were 
burned for witchcraft we can see that we 
have made some headway. Education has 
been • a big factor in dispelling much of 
the superstition which once plagued our 
ancestor*.

THE VOICE OF AMERICA 
It is Sunday afternoon and one stretches out in 
comfort, ,to read and smoke and to relax. 
Bang! 
A horrifying scream! 
Someone has fallen out of a window. Some 
more bangs! 
Two or three radios are shrieking what are 
called “mysteries." 
The language may be English, but of a variety 
and vintage that is more familiar to the children 
who listen to it than to any dictionary. There is 
always a “private eye” who gets hit and knocked 
down and stomped upon. 
Generally some very 
beautiful, girl is his assistant. How a girl with so 
frail a voice can do all the things these girls do is 
beyond credulity. The little girls who listen to 
these fighting females have something to emulate, 
for if .emulation is not the purpose of all this, what 
is? 
Then there is the tough woman with the so- 
called sexy voice. I have often wondered why such 
a voice is called, sexy. I have heard great actresses 
play Juliet, beginning with Julia Marlowe, but I 
never heard one speak those rich lines of love in 
such a vocalization as radio regards as sexy. 
In 
fact, it strikes me that if any woman spoke that 
way in real life, everybody would regard it as a 
form of halitosis. 
Then there is the bad man who shoots his way 
through life, surrounded by stooges, dopes, morons, 
who speak a dialect of English invented by an 
idiot. In the course of a varied career, over many 
years, I have known some bad men. I knew such 
characters as Kid Twist and Gyp the Blood of an­ 
other generation. I once worked in a chicken m ar­ 
ket in New Jersey where Paul Kelly, an Italian 
heavy, was the straw boss, yelling all over the 
place. But he never talked like any of these radio 
bad men. This dialect is strictly synthetic and no 
cop would lock up anyone who sounded off with 
such professional toughness, even as a vagrant. 
Good Lord! What was that scream? The gun- 
moll is poking her finger into the eye of the pri- 
vate-eye’s moll or some such pleasantry. The child 
is doing her homework and seems unabashed. 
It 
is an excellent way to become proficient in algebra. 
It is not so lonely and nothing is said that is con­ 
troversial, except that somewhere before justice 
triumphs, the child is told hew to cure a headache 
or to remove a dozen or so body odors. What an in­ 
spiring thought for a Sunday afternoon! 
Then there is the taxi-driver who talks a dialect 
that would not be tolerated even in Brooklyn where 
the local intelligentsia like to show off at lingua 
Dodger—an invention to stimulate local pride. But 
the Brooklyn dialect is based on sound English; this 
typed taxi-driver jargon on the radio is a specialty 
all of its own. It exists nowhere outside the micro­ 
phone and must take long practice to master. 
I sometimes wonder whether in television they 
will cultivate synthetic personalities to look like 
those voices sound. 
Then the children can go to 
bed, dreaming of the horrors with which they re­ 
galed themselves during the afternoon. 
It is difficult to be a heavy-handed parent, even 
if the noise is distressing. The child insists: “All 
the kids listen to this.” Unfortunately, the listening 
cannot be limited to the children. The shrill scream 
rends the air. The revolver shots are heard through 
open windows. 
Murder! 
Murder! 
Does America listen to nothing but murder? Is 
murder the Voice of America? Have we no way of 
being amused but by murders? 
Do our children 
have to grow up in this atmosphere of eternal mur­ 
der? 
Of course, they can also listen to “The Greatest 
Story Ever Told.” They can hear recorded music, 
beautifully done and often brilliantly explained by 
a person like David Randolph. 
I am not saying 
that there are not excellent programs on the air. 
I am simply asking about this emphasis on 
murders, gangsters, gun-molls and private eyes. Is 
it necessary? Is it good for our children? Why are 
such programs so popular? Or is it an unimagina­ 
tive laziness which keeps these programs on the 
air? 
It was once suggested that murder would be off 
the air until 9 p. m. when the young ones had been 
put to bed. 
What happened to that brilliant 
thought? 
As I write this, I am listening to one of the best 
programs on the air; The Boston Pops Orchestra 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler. 
Nothing is being 
murdered.

DOES GLUMATIC ACID AID INTELLIGENCE? 
I have written before about the value of glu- 
matic acid in brightening up backward children: 
of how helpful some physicians found it to be and 
the disappointment or discouragement of other 
physicians who failed to obtain satisfactory results. 
More evidence on the usefulness of glumatic acid 
in the treatm ent of backward children is recorded 
by the two original investigators, Drs. F. T. Zim­ 
merman and B. B. Burgemeister, in Archives of 
Neurology and Psychiatry. This is their latest re­ 
port. 
They mention the reports of other workers who 
have both denied and confirmed the gains in in­ 
telligence imputed to this drug. This present report 
is a follow-up of 38 of the original 69 children and 
teen-agers who were available for psychological re­ 
testing two and half to three years after glumatic 
acid treatment was stopped. These investigators 
conclude that the grains on intelligence perform­ 
ance (of 5.0 points in Intelligence Quotient for six 
months of treatment; 9.59 points for one year of 
treatm ent) were remarkably well maintained (aver­ 
age gain maintained 3.64 points). They believe that 
the amount of gain on verbal testing is of greater 
importance in determining the permanency of ef­ 
fect thpn is the length of the treatment, although 
length of treatm ent is an important factor. 
In fairness to glumatic acid treatm ent and to 
investigators, some of whom obtained encouraging 
and others discouraging results, it must be remem­ 
bered that the amount of special attention some 
patients received was much greater than that 
received by others and there would bound to be 
more lasting results in those given most attention. 
I believe most physicians would agree that this 
extra time given to a patient would certainty lift 
or raise the morale of the patient. Nothing helps 
any patient more than the feeling that the physi­ 
cian is greatly interested in his case and is very 
anxious to help him become his best self. 
Glumatic acid is definitely a valuable agent 
even if it acts only as a method by which the back­ 
ward child is given hope and encouragement, but 
all physicians, including these two.original investi­ 
gators, would still like to know if glumatic acid or 
the pains-taking efforts of the physician are re­ 
sponsible for the good results obtained in so many 
cases. 
In the meantime in many hospitals and offices of 
practicing physicians this simple method of trying 
to raise the intelligence of backward children is 
undergoing careful tests and in due time we will 
know the answer.

“Construction and maintenance 
of Rochester Gas & Electric Corp .

tices.

and 
safeguards, 
if 
any , should be ordered . . . which 
will best p romote the safety and 
security of the p ublic . . . and 
p rotect 
those 
using 
gas 
in 
(R G & E) territory .’’ 
The p resident of the R G & E, j 
William Beebee, has said that the 
exp losions ap p arently were caused 
when a mix ture of gas in a regu­ 
lator valve was ignited by a warn­ 
ing lantern. The» valves, Beebee 
added, stop p ed functioning and as 
a result p ressure increased and 
sent a flow of gas into homes 
where it was touched off by vari­ 
ous means.

The public hearing was ordered 
yesterday after the commission 
conferred in Albany on prelimi­ 
nary reports of its investigation. 
The order said the PSC would 
look into: 
“Facts and circumstances sur­ 
rounding the gas disaster. 
“Construction and maintenance 
of Rochester Gas & Electric Corp. 
facilities and its operating prac­ 
tices. 
“What additional improvements, 
precautions 
and 
safeguards, 
if 
any, should be ordered . . . which 
will best promote the safety and 
security of the public . . . and 
protect 
those 
using 
gas 
in 
(R G & E) territory.” 
The president of the R G & E, 
William Beebee, has said that the 
explosions apparently were caused 
when a mixtura of gas in a regu­ 
lator valve was ignited by a warn­ 
ing lantern. The» valves, Beebee 
added, stopped functioning and as 
a result pressure increased and 
sent a flow of gas into homes 
where it was touched off by' vari­ 
ous means. 
Brighton police, meanwhile, pre­ 
pared to question every resident 
in the 2,000-home blast area. 
Plans for the mass questioning 
were set up yesterday at a meet­ 
ing of the Brighton town board 
with officials of the Rochester Gas 
& Electric, contractors’ represen­ 
tatives and insurance agents.

the Port Ewen Reformed Church, 
received a commission to b egin his 
work there as a missionary of the 
dfteformtx i Ihitch Church. Later 
that year on July 1 a commission 
was sent b y the Clnssis of Ulster 
to organise a church in the Sam- 
aonville district. 
First Consistory 
The church's first consistory in­ 
cluded Jacob N. Vorb ees, presi­ 
dent; Stephen Krom, Jr. and Ed­ 
gar F. Weeks, elders; Stephen D. 
Merrihew, and Henry M. Palen, 
deacons. 
Once the consistory was 
ap­ 
pointed and ordained, the church 
fathers b egan immediately to plan 
a church b uilding, which was to 
cost $1,100. Henry A. Sampson, 
for whom the village was named 
donated $500 toward 
the enter­ 
prise, while the original lot w'as 
deeded over 
b y John 
Shurter. 
More than 20 years later in 1873. 
the church b uilding was moved to 
Krumville. 
The church's corner stone was 
laid on July 15, 1851 b y the Rev. 
C. L. Van Dyck, and on January 
6 the new' church was dedicated. •

(Octob er 25, I 
1854>, the church was really com­ 
pleted when Colonel Zodac Pratt 
gave the congregation a b ell for 
its steeple.

of lf®I when Wesley Taylor, who 
later became the first pastor of 
the Port Ewen Reformed Church, | 
received a commission to begin his 
work there as a missionary of the 
tfleformed Dutch Church. Later 
that year on July I a commission ' 
was sent by the Classis of Ulster 
to organize a church in the Sam- 
aoaville district. 
First Consistory 
The church’s first consistory in­ 
cluded Jacob N. Vorhees, presi­ 
dent; Stephen Krom. Jr. and Ed­ 
gar F. Weeks. elders; Stephen D. ■ 
Merrihew, and Henry M. Palen, | 
deacons. 
Once the consistory was 
ap-! 
pointed and ordained, the church 
fathers began immediately to plan 
a church building, which was to 
cost $1,100. Henry A. Sampson. 
for whom the village was named 
donated $500 toward the enter­ 
prise, while the original lot was 
deeded over by John Shurter. 
More than 20 y^ars later in 1873. 
the church building was moved to 
Krumville. 
The church’s corner stone was 
laid on July 15. 1851 by the Rev. 
C. L. Van Dyck, and on January 
6 the new church was dedicated. 
Two years 
later 
(October 25, 
1854), the church was really com­ 
pleted when Colonel Zodac Pratt 
gave the congregation a bell for 
its steeple.

The Kfumville church is still 
without a church building, al­ 
though in 1946 the Atwood Rod 
and Gun Club’s clubhouse was 
purchased. The original plan was 
to move the building to Krumville 
and use It as a church. Technical 
difficulties arose, and the building 
was allowed to remain at its ori- 
. ginal location. Today, IOO years 
after its inception, the Krumville 
Church is largely a memory with­ 
out church or pastor.

The Krumville church, which 
burned more than 10 yeais ago in ( 
the midst of plans for its 90th an- ¡ 
niversary while the Rev. William 
H„ Ha rringcr was pastor, tracea 
its beginning to the early spring 
of 1851 when Wesley Taylor, who 
later became the first pastor of 
the Port Ewen Reformed Church, 
received a commission to begin his 
work there as a missionary of the 
^Reformed Dutch Church. Later 
that year on July 1 a commission 
was sent by the Clnssis of Ulster 
to organize a church in the Sam- 
aonville district. 
First Consistory 
The church's first consistory in -' 
ciudad Jacob N. Vorhees, presi-j 
dent; Stephen Krom, Jr. and Ed- [ 
gar F. Weeks, elders; Stephen D. i 
Merrihew, and Henry M. Palen, | 
deacons. 
Once the consistory was 
ap­ 
pointed anrl ordained, the church \ 
fathers began immediately to plan ; 
a church building, which was to ; 
cost 91.100, Henry A. Sampson, 
for whom the village was named 
donated $500 toward 
the enter-1 
prise, while the original lot was 
deeded over by John Shurtcr. I 
More than 20 y'>ars later in 1873, 
the church building was moved to 
Krumville. 
The church’s corner stone was 
laid on July 15 1851 by the Rev. 
C. L. Van Dyck, and on January 
6 the new church was dedicated. 
Two years 
later 
(October 25, 
1R54), the church was really com­ 
pleted when Colonel Zodac Pratt 
gave the congregation a bell for 
its steeple. 
Ministers Listed 
The following ministers have 
served the Krumville (Samson- 
ville), Reformed Church: The Rev. 
Wcslfry Taylor, the Rev. Samuel 
Harlow, the Rev. Josiah Markle, 
the Rev. P. T. Deyo, the Rev. J.

Keator, the Rev. T. A. Beckman, 
the Rev. Thomas Braithwait, the 
Rev. Seba Grunstra. and the Rev. 
William H. Barringer. 
The Kftunville church is still 
without a church building, al­ 
though in 1946 the Atwood Rod 
and Gun Club’s clubhouse was 
purchased. The original plan was 
to move the building to Krumville 
and use it as a church. Technical 
difficulties arose, and the building 
was allowed to remain at its ori- 
, final location. Today, 100 years 
after its inception, the Krumville 
Church is largely a memory with­ 
out church or pastor.

He sim­ 
ply never realizes that a bid or a 
play means one thing when it is ( 
made by a good player and may 
mean something quite different 
when it is made with a dub. 
My expert friend held the North 
cards in the hand shown today, j 
He thought that South had a good 
hand since South had bid two ! 
diamonds 
and 
then three no- 
trump. Maybe South also thought 
he had a good hand, but South’s 
opinion wasn’t very reliable be­ 
cause South was not a good play­ 
er. - 
To begin with. South should 
not have bid two diamonds. His 
hand simply wasn't good enough. 
If he did decide to bid two dia­ 
monds, he should have made the 
mental note that he had^lready i 
overbid. 
Having overbid, to b e ^ with. 
South should have passed three 
clubs. But South was worried 
because he had a singleton club. 
Actually South bid three no-trump 
not to show a good hand but to 
rescue North. It was a poor idea, 
but weak players often have poor 
ideas.

Sobel, Ph.D., head of the depart­ 
ment of biochemistry at the Jew ­ 
ish Hospital of Brook lyn, who, ac­ 
cording to Howard W. Blak eslee, 
Associated Press science editor, 
has a “possible remedy” for a re­ 
ported 
"flaw” 
in 
the 
“fluorine 
treatm ent for childrens’ teeth.” 
Schwcnk said in a letter to Dr. 
Sobel that he had read a report as 
presented at the 12th Internation­ 
al Congress of Pure and Applied 
Chem istry of the reported new 
flaw discovered in fluorine tre a t­ 
ment, and he said as a member of 
the local w ater board he was “in­ 
terested in any inform ation on the 
subject as we are at present con­ 
sidering the fluoridation of Kings- 
toifs w ater supply.” He enclosed 
a copy of the mineral analysis of 
Kingston's water. 
The Blak eslee article of Sept. 
13 explained that dentists all over 
the country treat childrens’ teeth 
with fluorine, and explained that 
the flaw was “not the fluorine it­ 
self, 
hut 
another 
mineral, 
the 
metal magnesium, which you get 
in food and drink . Too much m ag­ 
nesium block s the good work of 
fluorine.” 
Dr. Sobel, Blak eslee said, sug­ 
gested that “a little added phos­ 
phorus, in diet, probably would 
block off the magnesium.” 
Doctor’s L etter 
The doctor said in his letter to 
Schwenk : 
“Our findings on flourine came 
while we studied calcification in 
vitro. 
This 
consists 
of 
tak ing 
rachitic bones and placing them 
in a pure inorganic solution which 
resembles the inorganic compo­ 
sition of blood remum, and if the 
calcium and phosphorus content 
; is sufficiently high, new mineral 
deposits can be seen in such a 
Ixme. This deposit resembles that 
which tak es place in the living 
animal when vitamin D is given 
to a rachitic rat. 
“In studying the influence of 
fluorination on this calcification, 
we found that fluoride in concen­ 
trations of 10-3 M /L enhance the 
amount of mineral deposited in 
the bone. This same am ount of 
fluorine or lesser amounts, in the 
presence of magnesium, complete­ 
ly block ed new calcification, even 
though magnesium in itself, in 
the 
am ounts 
used, 
will 
have 
neither an adverse nor a bene­ 
ficial 
effect. 
We 
cannot 
fully 
translate this experiment as to 
w hat the influence of magnesium 
in the diet will be on the pre­ 
vention of caries by means of 
fluorinating the w ater.

His Contention 
“It is a fact that one report 
indicated that fluorine does not 
help in the prevention of caries, 
while most reports seem to indi­ 
cate that it does help. It was my 
contention even before these ex­ 
perim ents were carried out, that 
the effect of fluorine will depend 
on what else is eaten at the same 
time, and that the contradictions 
that will arise in the future will 
probably be due to an insufficient 
k nowledge of the way other com­ 
ponents of the diet effect the 
caries-preventing power of fluori- 
nated water. 
“As to the phosphate question, 
both in the animal as well as in 
in vitro studies (test tube), added 
phosphate seems to produce a 
mineral deposit which is low in 
carbonate. 
Our studies indicate 
that in the Cotton Rat, low car- 
lxrnate teeth are more caries-re- 
sistant than high carbonate teeth. 
Thus, the phosphate content of the 
diet and w ater should also be 
k nown. 
“Since fluorine is most effective 
in children at an age when the 
teeth have not been completely 
calcified, obviously the diet of 
these children concerned is of 
greater im portance than that of 
the adult population.

Too much mag­ 
nesium blocks the good work of

Dr. So be I, Blakeslee said, sug­ 
gested that "a little added phos­ 
phorus. in diet, probably would 
block off the magnesium." 
Doctor's Letter 
The doctor said in his letter to 
Schwenk: 
"Our findings on dourine came 
while we studied calcification in 
vitro. 
This 
consists 
of 
taking 
rachitic bones and placing them 
in a pure inorganic solution which 
resembles the inorganic compo­ 
sition of blood remum, and if the 
calcium and phosphorus content 


j is sufficiently high, new mineral 
deposits can be seen in such a 
bone. This deposit resembles that 
which takes place in the living 
animal when vitamin D is given 
to a rachitic rat. 
"In studying the influence of 
fluorination on this calcification, 
we found that fluoride In concen­ 
trations of 10-3 M /L enhance the 
amount of mineral deposited in 
the hone. This same amount of 
fluorine or lesser amounts, in the 
presence of magnesium, complete­ 
ly blocked new calcification, even 
though magnesium in itself, in 
the 
amounts 
used, 
will 
have 
neither an adverse nor a bene- 


j flcial 
effect. 
We 
cannot 
fully 
translate this experiment as to 
what the influence of magnesium 
i in the diet will be on the pre­ 
vention of caries by means of 
fluorinating the water. We would 
have to know to what degree 
dietary 
magnesium 
afreets 
the 
blood 
level 
of magnesium.

effect, what is needed to bring 
this 
study to full 
bearing in 
which you are involved will be 
to study the effect of fluorine in

presence of 
added magnsium, as contrasted 
to normal amounts of magnesium. 
His Contention 
"It is a fact that one report 
indicated that fluorine does not 
help in the prevention of caries, 
while most reports seem to indi­ 
cate that it does help. It was my 
contention even before these ex­ 
periments were carried out, that 
the effect of fluorine will depend 
on what else is eaten at the same 
time, and that the contradictions 
that will arise in the future will 
probably be due to an insufficient 
knowledge of the way other com­ 
ponents of the diet effect the 
caries-preventing power of fluori­ 
nated water. 
"As to the phosphate question, 
both in the animal as well as in 
in vitro studies (test tube), added 
phosphate seems to produce a 
mineral deposit which is low in 
carbonate. 
Our studies indicate 
that in the Cotton Rat, low car­ 
bonate teeth are more caries-re­ 
sistant than high carbonate teeth. 
Thus, the phosphate content of the 
diet and water should also be 
known. 
"Since fluorine is most effective 
in children at an age when the 
teeth have not been completely 
calcified, obviously the diet of 
these children concerned is of 
greater importance than that of 
the adult population.
